EKyraud Guilictined.

Paris, Feb. 3.—Michael Eyraud, 
the murderer of Notary B. Gouffe, was 
guillotined at 7:30 this morning. He 
met his fate with fortitude and resig- 
nation. There were but few witnesses 
of the execution, owing to the fact 
thatthe time it was to take place was 
not generally known. 

When the Governor of the prison, 
LaRoquett. and the prison chaplain, 
L. Abbe Eaure, were ushered into 
Eyraud’s cell a short time previous to 
the hour fixed for the condemned 
man’s execution, they found he was 
already up and dressed, evidently for- 
warned contrary to the rules, by some 
kind-hearted official. Eyraud declined 
a glass of cognac which was tendered 
him and in spite uf the earnest #olici- 
tations of L. Abbe Eaure tke murder- 
er positively, even angrily, refused to 
listen to the priest’s prayers, to pray 
himself, or to have any religious rites 
performed in his behalf, Eyraud’s 
iron will was not shaken even in the 
presence of death and he continued to 
impatiently refuse religious consola- 
tion while on the death march to the 
guillotine which had been erected 
during the night on the place de La 
Roqguette. The action of the guillo- 
tine, once was Eyraud’s neck well be- 
neath the uprights, was instantaneous. 
There was a flash andall was over. 
Eyraud’s head had fallen into the 
saw-dust which filled the receptacle 
which it awaited. Then followed the 
usual funeral and the body of Gouffe’s 
murderer was handed over to his 
(Eyraud’s) relatives and acquaintan- 
ces. 

As Eyraud neared the guillotine he 
shouted, Constans is a murderer, 
more of a murderer than I am Cop- 
stans, but before the sentence could 
be finished, the head of the strangler 
lay in the saw-dust filled basket. 
The morning was bitter cold but at an 
early hour long before the lovers of 
law and order were out of their beds, 
great crowds had congregated in the 
place de La Roquette. It was sucha 
crowd as Paris alone, of all great cities 
of the world can invoke, distinctly a 
vicious criminal and even murderous 
crowd. Asthe time drew nearer for 
the execution of the sentence of the 
law, the swarming throng was recruit- 
ed by an army of simply curious. 

Great barriers were erected to pre- 
vent crowding of the mob. Presently 
the drumsof the Republican guard 
were heard and a moment later that 
famous corps, preceded by Gendarmes 
swept into the great rope warded open 
space about the guillotine. Stream- 
ing beside the marching troops and 
policemen came a crowd of carousers, 


men and women from low, all night 
cafes in the vicinity.

‘ LIVESTOCK STATISTICS. 


What Arizena and New Mexico 
Have to Draw From. 

A statement of the livestock in the 
Territories of New Mexico and Arizona 
has been prepared in St: Louis as fol- 
lows: In New Mexico the total num- 
ber of cattle is 1,810,000; valued at 
$25,000,000; horses, 80,750; burros, 
41,500; mules, 5,1#0.. The number of 
yearling steers that can be shipped 
during the year 1891 is 360,000. Sheep 
to the number of 698,500. are for sale 
and ready for shipment. In Arizona 
there are 41,281 horses, 2,347 mules, 
847,500 cattle and: 4,945 hogs. The 
number of yearling steers up for sale 
and shipment during 1891 is 211,775.

pedition. 


An Immense Balloon to He Employed 
Whith Will Be Stored with Ap 
paratas and Provisions for a 
Six Months’ Trip, 

™n Paris, notin Laputa, there. is, it 
appears, a college of aerial navigation; 
and the vaulting ambition of the mem- 
bers of the body in question might fair- 
ly arouse the admiring envy of our own 
modest little Balloon Society, which,

sical glasses, says the London Tele- 
graph. The collegiate aerial navi- 
gators of Lutetia aim at far more ex- 
alted things than mere theoretical 
dilettantism. They are nothing if not 
practical; and two of their alumni, one 
an aeronaut and the other an astron- 
omer, propose at an early date to make 
an attempt to reach the North Pole by 
means of a balloon. They have been so 
kind as to explain to their colleagues 
their intended mode of procedure in 
order to reach—and perhaps pass—the 
Ultima Thule of Arctic exploration. 
T'ne North Polar balloon is to be made 
of aflouble thickness of Chinese silk, 
which will be indued with an impene- 
trable varnish; and the machine will be 
capable of holding about forty-five thou- 
sand feet of pure hydrogen gas, having 
a sustaining force of eight thousand 
pounds. Accompanying this huge 
‘‘piece de resistance” will be a few. 
‘pretty tiny kickshaws” in the shape of 
small pilot balloons, which are to be sent 
up as soon as the adventurous voyagers 
reach the North Pole, to test the air 
currents prevailing in that distant re- 
gion; and there will also be attached to 
the machine four huge bags full of 
hydrogen to replenish the main reser- 
voir incase of need. Of course these 
‘*huge bags” will all be provided with 
valves, else the probability of their 
bursting when the balloon gets into a 
highly rarefied atmosphere will be 
a far from remote contingency. 
The car which, for ay indefinite 
period, is to be the residence of the 
voyagers will be coated with thin steel, 
and will accommodate, in addition to 
the aeronaut and astronomer, a sleigh, 
eight dogs to draw it, a small unsinka- 
ble canoe and provisions for a month. 
The stores will, it is to be hoped, con- 
tain a good supply of antimonial oint- 
ment wherewith to anoint the edges of 
the valves, to prevent their freezing in 
high latitudes. The astronomer, like- 
wise, will of course be provided with an 
adequate stock of instruments where- 
with to take the minutest observations 
of the Polar star or Little bear, discov- 
ered in 1970 B. C. by the Chinese. Em- 
peror Hong Ti, who, as everybody 
knows, was agrandson of Admiral Noah. 
Such is the outline of the certainly 
enterprising scheme propounded to the 
College of Aerial Navigation by MM. 
Besancon and Hermite, who should not, 
at any rate, be denied the credit of hav- 
ing paid w'iowtc attrition 69 Uh stay 
of an amusingly Quixotic plan. In order 
to keep the balloon at a uniform distance 
from the earth it will be furnished with 
a stout rope and a grapnel or anchor, to 
drag along the surface, either of ice or 
water. The experience of the travelers 
among pack-ice will probably be of the 
most exciting description. The balloon, 
however, is not to start direct from 
Paris forthe Arctic regions; hence the 
contingency will be avoided of its com- 
ing down ingloriously at Carpentrasor at 
Brives-la-Caillarde a few hours after its 
ascent. Two vessels are to be equipped 
at a French port and sail for Spitz- 
bergen. There the hydrogen gas will 
be manufactured—presumably by a car- 
go of iron filings to be carried by one of 
the ships—and the great balloon and its 


satelites will be inflated. The geronauts | 


estimate their stay in the air at about 
ten days’ duration; and meanwhile they 
will be employed in meteorological and 
photographic observations and experi- 
ments which, it may be hoped, will 
not be disturbed by. the barking 
of the eight dogs in the car. Where the 
adventurers will descend they have at 
present no definite idea. They have 
certainly a very wide world before them 


where to choose; or, indeed, they would | 


have if the wind in its circuits allowed 
any choice of descent at all to aerial 
navigators destitute of any steering ap- 
paratus. 

An important geographical fact has 
‘been: ascertained at the sacrifice of 
many valuable lives and the expend- 
iture of immense treasure; but that is 
all. The duration of the expedition of 
the balloon adventurers will not, it is 
estimated, exceed six months, and there 
is a good deal to be done in half a year 
by intelligent and resolute men, es- 
pecially at the North Pole. As for the 
cost of the trip, it will be a mere fiea- 
bite—some £28,000, the larger part of 
which will go for the hire and equip- 
ment of the two vessels which are to 
proceed to Spitzbergen. The bulk of 
the outlay will be supplied by the 
aeronauts themselves ‘‘assisted” bythe 
subsidies which they hope to receive 
from scientific societies both in En- 
gland and #m France. Looking at the 
splendid endowments with which scien- 
tific societies in this country are favored 
by the State, there can be little doubt, 
we should say, that from Burlington 
house, and from the Balloon Society at 
the Westminster Aquarium, most lib- 
eral contributions will be made toward 
helping the vivacious Gauls to get, by 
means of a balloon, to the North Pole. 
French scientific bodies will be, of 
course, quite as anxious to join in the 
good work; and a large amount of cash 
should also be confidently looked for 
from the general public, including the 
fortunate holders of the Panama canal 
shares. The start for the Arctic regiohs 
is not to be made until May, 1892; and 
the interval will be devoted to experi- 
ments to ascertain bow long it is possi- 
ble to remain in a balloon without de-

The work is performed in a 
kind of a frame or loom, in which the 
yarns are arranged in parallel order, at 
uniform distances apart, as in ordinary 
weaving. Of course. the machine is 
automatic in its movements and capa- 
ble of producing a great length of cloth 
in a very short time. ._The fabric thus 
formed is ornamented with a fine 
ribbed pattern, similar in character to 
that seen in common knit goods. This 
article generally handles soft, full and 
elastic, but lacks those valuable charac- 
teristics of strength and firmness of 
texture or make which obtain in 
woven cloth proper.” 

The difference between the structure 
of this fabric and that resulting fy in 
weaving warp and weft yarns togetuer 
may be illustrated as follows: Take a 
sample of stockinet cloth and try to 
withdraw a thread and what is the re- 
sult? The whole construction is un- 
raveled. Next submit a loom product 
to a similar ¢xamination and it will be 
found that if a longitudinal or warp 
thread is removed the transverse or 
weft thread will remain, while, on the 
other hand, if the latter are withdrawn 
the warp threads will, aithough the 
texture may be partly destro,;ed, still 
remain. to a certain extent. undis- 
turbed. Again, the manner in which a 
knitted fabric is constructed limits the 
designer to one class of weave effects— 
these being of a stockinet character— 
whereas the principles of weaving are 
of such # description as to admit of un- 
limited change or variation in design. 

AN EXPENSIVE MISS.

Here are some figures regarding the 
cost of a little girl of fourteen for the 
past year, says the New York World.

One pug dog, $5; eight silver brace- 
lets, $15; one doll, $3; one doll’s car- 
riage, $2.60; to mender, three days’ 
service, $4.50; hospital attendance for 
dog, $7; burial of same, $1.75; one gold 
ring, $3.50; rent of tricycle, $2.85: med- 
ical treatment, $35; gifts for relatives, 
$7; monkey muff and cape, $27; gum, 
ice-cream, soda-water tripod, $24; tennis 
racket, $2.50; opera glass, $8; silver 
watch, $6; treatment for stuttering, 860. 

Making the annual cost of this sweet 
little tyrant, $1,511.70.
